VICE PRESIDENT. 


There has been rcry litile said 'about 


the probable Vice President in -1880. 
Senator Booth, of California, is said to 
bo'an aspirant for tho nomination from 
the Republicans. Senator'Sargent of 
the sarsa State, is also spoken of. Judge 
Settle, of Florida, is mentioned in .con- 
nection with the office, and his freinds 
claim that the Southern. Republicans 
will ask the second place for him, as 
they believe he can carry Florida and 
North Carolina, and.thereby help the 
the head of the'ticket. Hcndricks, of 
'Indiana, and Palmer, of Illinois, are 
spoken of for tho nomination on the 
Democratic ticket. 


It is understood the President antici- 


pates continued opposition from Con- 
gress when it'assembles in December. 
It is his purpose to renew tho nomina- 
tion of Secretary McCrary for the va- 
cancy in the Circuit made by the resig- 
nation of Judge Drummond during the 
first week of the session. Nominations 
for tho English and Russian missions 
will be made, it in said, at' the same 
time. AVhilo tho names of the gentle- 
men to bo sent in are believed to bo 
above criticism there is but little hope 
f<ir speedy confirmation of these ap- 
pointments. 
For this reason 
it is 


deemed advisable not to make the selec- 
tion known until it has been officially 
transmitted to the Senate.
